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Enrollment record set

A new enrollment record for 
Spring Term has BYU officials feel- 
ing good about their efforts to have 
students graduate faster, but 
President Rex Lee said some 
changes still need to be made. 

With 12,411 day students, spring 
enrollment is up almost 11 percent 
over last year’s record mark of 
11,133. 

“I am delighted at this increase in 
enrollment for spring term,” Lee 
said. “One of the keys to our overall 
efforts to shorten the time for grad- 
uation is the more effective utiliza- 
tion of our spring/summer terms. 

Lee said BYU officials have done 
two things to encourage enroll- 
ment. 

“First, we enlarged the number of 
courses,-particularly the ‘bottle- 
neck courses’ that are offered 
throughout the curriculum,” he 
said. “Second, we increased the 
financial incentives.” 

An unprecedented $1 million in 
scholarships were made available 
during Spring and Summer Terms. 
The money was ostensibly made 
available to help students who nor- 
mally leave school to work. 

The money was divided into near- 
ly 1,700 scholarships. 

“We wanted to help students. out 
financially, recognizing that they 
would normally be at home work- 
ing during spring and summer 
terms,” said Ford Stevenson, asso- 
ciate dean of Admissions/Records 
Services.

to level off in fall

The average high school GPA and 
ACT score of BYU’s incoming fresh- 
men will level off this fall, after 
four years of marked increases. 

The 1993 freshman class high 
school GPAs and ACT test scores 
are up only slightly from last year, 
said Jeff Tanner, dean of 
Admissions and Records. 

The average high school GPA of 
an incoming freshman for Fall 
1993 is 3.69: That is up from 3:67 
in 1992. i 

The 1993 freshman averaged a 
composite score of 26.8 on the ACT, 
which is up from last year’s 26.7. 

Tanner said the 1993 numbers 
are deceiving. 

“(The average) will go down this 
fall because we always admit more 
students than we enroll,” Tanner 
said. “A lot of these students are 
weighing offers from other univer- 
sities over the summer. There will 
be a lot of final decisions and some 
of these people won’t come here.” 

Tanner is encouraged by these 
statistics because it shows a trend 
that BYU is moving away from the 
“elite university” label. 

“T don’t think there will be a big 
difference between scores of this 
year and last year’s freshmen, and

we are working hard to bring this- 
about,” he said. “We have no desire 
to become more and more elite.” 

The admissions committee looks 
at information other than the 
GPAs and ACT scores for prospec- 
tive students. The committee also 
looks at church and seminary 
attendance and the essay portion of 
the admissions application. 

Incoming freshmen don’t need to 
have extremely high GPAs and 
ACT test scores for admittance to 
the university. Students are told on 
the BYU admittance application 
that a B+ GPA and an ACT score 
in the mid-twenties will increase 
their chances of admission, but will 
not guarantee it. 

“Students looking at applying to 
BYU should not be scared off if. 
they feel they might not have a 
good chance of getting in,” Tanner 
said. “We would encourage all to 
apply to the university regardless 
of their GPAs or ACT scores.” 

Those who are denied admittance 
to BYU are encouraged to attend a 
local college for a year and then 
reapply to BYU as a transfer stu- 
dent. 

High school transcripts are not 
requested after the student’s first 
year of college and this can be help- 
ful in getting accepted to BYU.

New policy affects 


Ricks 1993

Ricks College experienced a 
decrease in the number of appli- 
cants for its 1993 fall semester — 
the first time in more than 10 
years, said Steve Davis, assistant 
director of admissions at Ricks 
College. 

“Last year we turned away just 
over 1,000 applicants. This year we 
only turned away about 850 appli- 
cants,” Davis said. 

The decrease in rejected appli- 
cants is attributed to a decrease in 
the number of overall applicants to 
the college. Davis said he feels the 


applicants 


decrease in the number of appli- 
cants is due directly to a more 
selective application policy imple- 
mented this year. 

The policy now wages seminary 
and church attendance with overall 
high school GPA and ACT test 
scores for entrance to the college. 
“We had less and less students 
apply because of self-selection. 
When the high school graduates 
called the office and learned of our 
policies, many decided not to apply 
because they didn’t meet all of the 
standards,” said Davis. 

An increase in the enrollment 
ceiling is not an option Ricks is 
considering, Davis said.

Deputies Tom Hodgsen and Mike Morgan stopped Geddings, 21, on the 
suspicion that he was driving while intoxicated. 

Possession of a firearm by a restricted person is a third-degree felony, 
and possession of a loaded firearm is a Class B misdemeanor. 


Provo and BYU prepared for flooding 


The danger of floods in the Provo area has dramatically increased 
because of heavy rains immediately followed by warm temperatures, but 
officials from Provo City and BYU are prepared for irrigation problems. 

Nick Jones, a Provo City engineer, said the recent storms may cause 
late spring floods because of the accumulation of slow-melting packed 
snow in the mountains. . 

Jones said a dangerous flood situation would be three or four days of 
heavy saturating rainstorms followed by warm temperatures. 

Roy Peterman, director of the BYU Grounds Crew, said BYU is pre- 
pared for floods and has sandbags ready for emergencies. 

“BYU works with Provo to divert water from Rock and Slate canyons to 
irrigation ditches, and the status of these ditches is monitored daily,” 
Peterman said.

NEW YORK — Connie Chung will join Dan Rather as co-anchor of the 
“CBS Evening News,” the network said Monday in a surprise announce- 
ment. 3 

CBS News President Eric Ober said the network was “redefining the 
role of the anchor,” and that Chung, a CBS correspondent and Sunday 
anchor, will take up her new duties on Tuesday, June 1. 

“This is not a ratings-based decision, not based on the competition,” 
insisted Rather, whose broadcast is No. 2 in the Nielsen lists. 

Rather said he and Ober had-been discussing the change for several 
months, but that the idea was not proposed to Chung until Friday morn- 
ing. 
“I have a lot of challenges ahead,” Chung said. “I’m thrilled.” She also 
thanked newswoman Barbara Walters, anchor of ABC’s “20-20” news 
magazine “for blazing the trail.” 

Chung said, “It’s a dream come true. I think we can thank the wives of 
these men (CBS News executives) for raising their consciousness.” 


County approves waste disposal plan 


Utah County commissioners voted Monday to approve a 20-year waste 
disposal plan to deal with the nearly 300,000 tons of solid waste generat- 
ed by Utah County residents each year. 

The Utah County Solid Waste Management Plan was developed in 
compliance with the 1990 Utah state legislation requiring each county to 
develop a plan to address the county’s disposal needs. 

After approval by the state, the plan will face federal inspection. 

Although the Environmental Protection Agency has set a deadline of 
Jane 30, 1994 for these plans, there is a move to have that date extend- 
ed. 

For most communities the task is just too overwhelming to complete in 
that amount of time, said Malcolm H. Beck, county commissioner and 
chair of the Utah County Solid Waste Advisory Commission. Utah 
County appears to be an exception. 

“We're in pretty good shape because we’ve kept up to date with the new 
environmental standards,” Beck said. “The cities have done an excellent 
job in planning future management.” 

Despite the large amount of waste, county officials plan to reduce the 
number of landfills from five to two.

The $70 million renovation of the 
Salt Palace will almost double 
Utah business convention profits in 
one year, said Jeri Cartwright, 
communications director for the 
Salt Lake Convention and Visitors 
Bureau. 

Businesses have already signed up 
to spend $114 million for conven- 
tions in the new center for 1996 
compared to $60 million spent in 
1992, she said. 

“(Businesses) have shown their 
confidence in us by literally signing 
on the dotted line for the first year 
the Salt Palace will be open to 
bring their meetings here,” 
Cartwright said. “They haven’t 
even seen a shovel go in the ground 
yet.” 

The renovated Salt Palace will be 
marked by a 100-foot cylinder 
made of glass and steel. It will con- 
tain a 36,000 square-foot ballroom 
and dining facility and up to 54,000 
square feet of meeting space. 
Construction will begin in the fall 
of 1993 and is scheduled to be com- 
pleted late in 1995. 

The renovated Salt Palace is 
expected to bring tourism and eco- 
nomic growth to the whole state of 
Utah, said Kevin Higgins, chair of 
the Salt Palace Expansion and 
Renovation Committee. 

People coming to conventions at 
the Salt Palace often bring their 
families with them for a vacation 


or return to Utah within a year for 
a family excursion, Higgins said. 

“(Tourists) come here, spend 
money, create jobs, pay taxes and 
then they leave,” he said. “We don’t 
have to service them very much 
during their stay. This industry is 
a very large one in Utah.” 

More than 11,000 people moved 
out of Utah County during the 
1980s and: 1990s because they were 
unable to find employment, said 
Richard Bradford, director of the 
Utah Valley Economic 
Development Association. He said 
the renovated Salt Palace will keep 
Utahns in Utah County by bring- 
ing in factories. 

“When the Salt Palace brings 
(businesses) in on a tourism or con- 
vention activity, we usually have a 
pretty good shot of getting them to 
bring back a manufacturing plant,” 
Bradford said. ; 

“Probably half of the manufactur- 
ing plants (in Utah County) gave 
us a shot because they were here 
on a tourism activity,” he said. 


Bradford said Utah County will. 


not lose its identity as new indus- 
tries continue to locate here. He 
also said industrial growth will 
provide Utah County residents 
with jobs rather than attract non- 
residents to Utah. 

“When we bring manufacturing 
plants here, they hire primarily 
local people,” Bradford said. 
“(Outsiders).don’t move here.” 


Nixon tapes released 
for public scrutiny

WASHINGTON — Twenty-one 
years after the Watergate break-in, 
the conspiratorial voice of Richard 
Nixon was heard again Monday on 
tape, plotting to deflect the blame 
and mistakenly calculating that 
Watergate was a story most 
Americans would shrug off. 

The government made 38 of the 
4,000 hours recorded by Nixon’s 
secret White House taping system 
available for the first time to public 
listening. The 25 recorded conver- 
sations covered the weeks immedi- 
ately before and after June 17, 
1972, when five White House-spon- 
sored burglars wearing surgical 
gloves made a post-midnight foray 
into the offices of the opposition 
Democrats. 

The tapes even included the

famous 18 1/2-minute gap in one 
recording. 

Nixon has always maintained 
that he did not know about the 
break-in in advance. The tapes 
showed Nixon grappling with the 
question of how deeply the White 
House was involved, and whether 
anyone could link the White House 
to the break-in. The conversation 
revealed a willingness to withhold 
evidence from investigators. 

The National Archives, which 
holds Nixon’s 42 million papers 
and tapes in an industrial ware- 
house in Alexandria, Va., allowed 
reporters to listen to three hours of 
tapes in a room without windows. 
The public now has exactly the 
same access. No transcripts exist 
and no copies of the tapes are 
allowed to be made.

Educator questions 
Y’s ethnic diversity

BYU lacks ethnic diversity and 
does a poor job integrating its gen- 


-eral education with courses stu- 


dents take in their majors, said a 
nationally accredited educator 
Saturday. 

Philip Uri Treisman spoke at a 
math and science conference for 
BYU faculty in the Karl G. Maeser 
Building. 

“The one thing that marks this 
institution as completely separate 
from any other place that I’ve seen 
is that there is no discussion of 
diversity,” said Treisman, professor 
of mathematics and director of the 
Charles A. Dana Center for mathe- 
matics and science education at the 
University of Texas at Austin. 

Treisman said’ ethnic diversity is 
an asset in strengthening educa- 
tion because nothing can be taken 
for granted. 

“As soon as you have a radical 
diversification of the student body, 
everything gets called into ques- 
tioning and as a teacher, that is 
useful because it makes complacen- 
cy impossible,” he said. 

Treisman said when the nation’s 
population started diversifying, 
universities set up special pro-

grams that spoke to minority stu- 
dents as members of their ethnic 
groups. White students were spo- 
ken to assuming they would form 
their own culture. 

“When we think about curriculum 
changes in general education, we 
tend to think only in terms of the 
intellectual substance of courses ...” 
Treisman said. “It’s that social 
organization that can broaden par- 
ticipation in a field.” 

Treisman also said that literacy 
among students is not the responsi- 
bility of just the English 
Department. 

“Now, for the first time, people 
are breaking out of that habit, but 
speaking to you, it doesn’t seem to 
be happening here at all,” 
Treisman said. “Your administra- 
tion is not what one would call on 
the progressive forefront of educa- 
tional change.” 

Treisman said 200 of the 250 
campuses he’s visited in the past 
three years are in the process of 
distributing responsibility for both 
traditional literacy and scientific 
literacy across the major.

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Otis Sterling upset by release

After waiting hours for an official 
answer about his future, former 
BYU wide receiver Otis Sterling 
heard from his agent Friday that 
he was released from the San 
Diego Chargers. 

“The Chargers told my agent, who 
told me Friday evening,” Sterling 
said. “He had tried getting a hold of 
me, but couldn’t.” 

After being told by The Universe 
Thursday that the Chargers had 
released him, Sterling said he was 
“surprised” and “unsure what to 
Say.” 

“They told me and my agent that 
Thad a lot of talent, that they could 
see me staying around, at least 
through training camp,” Sterling 
said. “I believed everything they 
told me.” 

Sterling said he chose to sign 
with San Diego over other NFL 
teams, believing the Chargers 
offered him the best chance to 
make the club. 

“I'm mad now because I had other 
options,” Sterling said. “Miami was 
going to give me more money, but 
San Diego filled my head with 
opportunities.” 

“I took everything at face value. I 
should have gone with the team 
that offered the most money,” he 
said. “If San Diego really wanted 
me, they would have matched 
Miami's offer.” 

John Henik, a Chargers scout 
who saw Sterling play at BYU, told 
Sterling “he had a shot to make the 
team.” 

However, Henik said there is a 
roster limit of 80 players at any 
time. 

“We have to release players to 


make room for veterans and other 
players we want to sign,” Henik 
said. “We are interested in some 
other players at this time.” 

Sterling said the Chargers told 
him the purpose of signing him was 
to bring him to training camp. 

“There was no indication I was 
supposed to compete at minicamp, 
just learn,” Sterling said. “So my 
major focus was to do things the 
way they wanted.” 

Sterling said he felt it may have 
been better to concentrate on what 
he already knew how to do, rather 
than learn new patterns. 

Henik said minicamp is “a time to 
get acquainted, but the player is 
still judged based on what we see.” 

Derwin Gray, Sterling’s former 
BYU teammate who just returned 
from the Indianapolis Colts’ mini- 
camp, said he was surprised 
Sterling was released. 

“I think Otis is talented and was 
just in the wrong place at the 
wrong time,” Gray said. “There’s no 
question about his abilities.” 

Though disappointed, Sterling 
said he learned a lot. 

“I made mistakes,” Sterling said. 
“This is a business and I don’t 
blame San Diego for treating it as a 
business, but they should be more 
upfront and frank when they look 
me in the eye and tell me I have a 
shot.” 

It may be too late for Sterling to 
join an NFL club, but the Canadian 
Football League is still an option. 
Sterling said he will be in Southern 
California this week to try out in 
front of CFL scouts. 

“I know-what I need 'to do to 
become a better receiver,” Sterling 
said. “I’ve worked hard to get

near Russians in 
their quality of life

WASHINGTON — American 
blacks and Hispanics rank just 
ahead of Russians in the latest 
U.N. quality-of-life index, far 
behind No. 1 ranked American 
whites. 

The annual index — a measure of 
life expectancy, education and pur- 
chasing power — ranks people liy- 
ing in 173 countries. A report to be 
published this month with the 
index also analyzes disparity 
among ethnic or racial groups, 
between men and women and 
among people from different 
regions within some of the coun- 
tries. 

Japan, as in past years, is the 
leading country in the 1993 U.N. 
Human Development Index, but it 
drops to No. 17 if treatment of 
women is included as a factor. 

“While there are reports on pro- 
duction, currency movements and 
other economic factors, this is a 
report on the state of the world’s 
people, on how people’s lives are 
affected,” said project director 
Mahbub ul Hag. 

Following Japan, in the overall 
index, are Canada, Norway, 
Switzerland and Sweden. The 
United States ranks sixth, 
although U.S. whites top the list if 
considered separately. 

Ranked at the bottom in the 
report, compiled only since 1990 by 
the U.N. Human Development 
Program, are Niger, Burkina Faso, 
Afghanistan, Sierre Leone and, in 
last place, Guinea. 

The report ranks countries on a 
scale where 1.0 would be a perfect 
score. Using the same criteria 
applied to countries, U.S. whites 
would top the list with 0.986. 
Japan’s score is 0.983. U.S. blacks 
get 0.881, about the same as 
Trinidad and.Tobago which is 31st 
on the list. U.S. Hispanics score 


0.869, which would put them at 
35th, between former Soviet states 
Latvia and Estonia. 

Russia ranks 37th in the index, 
with 0.862. 

Haq said that minorities in many 
countries would likely do much 
worse than American blacks or 


‘Hispanics, but in some countries, 


including Great Britain, laws pre- 
vent the collection of similar census 
data on racial and ethnic minori- 
ties.
